^ 1 . (Original) A meti>pd of sharing an object in a portal framework, the method 

comprising the steps of: 

storing a reference to the ofeyect in a first repository; and 
performing a first operation tq store a duplicate of the reference to the object in a 
second repository; 

wherein the first operation is in^ccordance with a first privilege granted as defined 
by a pemnission. 



2. (Original) The method ac^rding to claim 1 , wherein the reference to the 
object is for an object of a first site. 

3. (Original) The method acco^ing to claim 2, further comprising the step of 
performing a second operation to add the object to a second site. 

4. (Original) The method according to claim 3, further comprising the step of 
perfomiing a third operation to remove the duplicate of the reference of the object from the 
second repository. 

5. (Original) The method according to\claim 4, wherein the third operation 
further comprises the step of removing the object from the second site. 



6. (Original) The method according to claim 2. further comprising the step of 
providing access to the duplicate of the reference of thaobject in the second repository.

23. (Original) The computer program product according to claim 22, further 
comprising computer program instructions for performing the step of performing a fourth 
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operation to remove the duplicate of reference of the object from the second repository. 

24. (Original) The computer program product according to claim 23, wherein the 
fourth operation further comprisingVhe step of removing the object from the second site. 

25. (Original) The computer program product according to claim 1 5, wherein the 
first operation further comprises the s\ep of storing references to each child object of the 
object in the second repository. 

26. (Original) The compute^ program product according to claim 1 5. wherein the 
first operation further comprises the step of excluding references to at least one child object 

the object in the second repository. 

27. (Original) A system for scaring an object in a portal framework, the system 
comprising: 

a first repository operable to store a reference to the object; and 
a second repository operable to store a duplicate of the reference to the 

object In response to a first operation 

wherein the first operation i^ in accordance with a first privilege granted as 

defined by a permission. 

28. (Original) The system accor()ing to claim 27, further comprising a first site 
operable to provide an object having to the reference to the object. 

29. (Original) The system accordirig to claim 28, further comprising a second 
site operable to provide the object in responselto a second operation. 

30. (Original) The system accordindto claim 29, wherein the duplicate of the 
reference of the object is removed from the secqnd repository in response to a third 
operation. 



31 . (Original) The system according to\claim 30. wherein the object is removed 
from the second site in response to the third operation. 
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32. (Original) The system according to claim 27, wherein access to the duplicate 
of the reference of the object in t^e second repository is provided. 

33. (Original) The system according to claim 32. wherein access is provided in 
accordance with a second privilegf granted as defined by a permission for the second 
repository. 




34. (Original) The system according to claim 33. further comprising a third 
repository operable to store a seconq duplicate of the reference to the object in response to 
a second operation. 

35. (Original) The system according to claim 34. further comprising a second 
site operable to provide the object in response to the third operation. 



36. (Original) The system according to claim 35. wherein the second reference 
of the object is removed from the second repository in response to a fourth operation. 

37. (Original) The system according to claim 36, wherein the object is removed 
from the second site in response to the fourth operation. 

38. (Original) The system according to claim 28, wherein the second repository 
is operable to store references to each child oljject of the object in response to the first 
operation. 



39. (Original) The system according to claim 28. wherein the second repository 
is operable to exclude storage of at least one child^ object of the object in the second 
repository in response to the first operation. 




40. (NEW) A method of sharing an object in a portal framework comprising: 
storing a reference to an object in a firstVepository; 
storing a first copy of the reference to the\)bject in a second repository;
